It would require consid- 
erable power to raise at least 300 foet ol 
water per second for our canals and the 
expenditure of considerable capital, but 
in a year like tho present one the ex- 
pense of placing and operating such a 
plant would be trivial when compared 
with the benefits to be derived from a 
continual flow of water in the canals.

United States. 
In conversation upon the anojectthe

cision not to formally declare neutrality 
means nothing mor«s or leas than that, 
while it leaves the Rovernment'a hands 
iree.it is expected to enable German 
merchants to reap a harvest by selling 
freely to both combatants.

Clothing and Railroads Cost More 


Than Fortifications, Powder 


and Projectiles, 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—Several war 


measure? J?nrn p-iesed by the senate to- 
•day, and, notwithstanding their import- 
ance, not one of them elicited the slight* 
eat debate. Probably the moat import- 
ant measure paaaad by the senate was 
the emergency war deficiency bill, car- 
rying *3o,720,945. Not more than ten 
minutes were consumed in passing it, 
that time being occupied in reading tho 
measure. Mr. Hawley, chairman of the 
military affaire committne, secured the 
passage of a bill providinjj for the enlist- 
ment of a volunteer brigade of engineers 
and 10,000 men in the Booth, who are to 
be in addition to those provided for in 
the president's call for 125,000 volun- 
teer?. The men will enlist "for the 
•war." Two other war measures wore 
passed,one suspending, for tho duration 
of the war, the restrictions placed by 
existing laws upon the quartermaster's 
department of the army, on tbe order 
that supplies may ha purchased without 
the present formalities; :iud the other 
providing that owners of mining claims 
flhs.ll not forfeit them for not performing 
assessment work upjii them, provided 
they enlist for the war.

the House of representatives last Friday 
was received by the senate and referred 
to tb« finance committee for considera- 
tion,
